(From Our Own Correspondent) 
OTTAWA, Sept. 1(1. — After a day's deli- 
beration, tiio Governor-General has given to 
Parliament a copy of the letter received 
from Lieut. -Governor Angers, of Quebec, 
relative to the Baie ChaletlM railway 
scandal. Enclosed with that of Angers is u 
letter from Premier Mercier, in which the 
whole question ia reviewed. Governor 
Angers notices the revelations in tho Senate 
committee, relative to the misappropriation 
of provincial funds, and recites the testi- 
mony of various witnesses bearing on the 
mutter, particularly of tho bank managers, 
and in effect censures Mr. Mer- 
cier for issuing without his (Angers) 
consent or approval, letters of credit to tho 
amount of $170,000 to a company, which 
money was subsequently misapplied. The 
lieutenant-governor demands the appoint- 
ment of a judicial commission to investi- 
gate the whole matter, and names Judges 
Jette, Baby and Davidson as its members. 
In conclusion, Mr. Angers revokes the 
authority given the deputy lieutenant-gov- 
ernor to sign money warrants, and restricts 
his functions t.o necessary acts of adminis- 
tration. 

The publication of the letter has created 
a great sensation and has tended lo accen- 
tuate tho political crisis in the province 
of Quebec. Mr. Mercier lias .been 
passive up to the present, but 
is now bound to take action. 

Mr. Giroururd presented the report of 
the committee on Privileges and Elections 
to the Mouse, this afternoon. The majority 
report was adopted by the committee, by a 
vote of 8 to 9. 

Tho general expression of opinion is that 
the foes of GeoU'roin, Tartu's counsel, should 
be paid by the Government. It ia likely 
this will be done. 

Mr. Mc Doug ill railed attention to the 
report in the l!iiti>.h Columbia newspapers, 
that Captains Alex, and Dun. McLean, two 
Cape Bretonors, were taken prisoners by 
the Russians for sealing in Behring's Sen, 
and asked the Government to take steps to 
ascertain if the report id true, and then se- 
cure the release ot the prisoners. 

Mr. Tapper fiaid that he was expecting 
tho report of Collector Milne, who had ukeu 
great interest in the Behring's Sea matter. 
As soon as tbe report should bo received the 
Government would tako action. 

Qa let nets prevailed around the lumber 
mills all day.

Ottawa, Sept. 16.— The strike of 3,000 
mill hands continues, and this morning de- 
tachments of the lllrd Battalion end Gov- 
ernor-General's Foot Guards, under com- 
mand of Majors Sherwood and Toller, are 
protecting tho mill. The men have been 
armed with Snyder rifles and twenty rounds 
of ball cartridges. Tho strikers arc sullen, 
but as yet no act of violence has been at- 
tempted. The men in Eddy's big mill at 
Hull proceeded to leave work yesterday, 
hut this morning are again at work, pro- 
tected by tho militia. A conference be- 
tween the lenders of the Btrike and em- 
ployers took place, but no terms have been 
arrived at. Offers uf assistance from union 
organizations throughout tho country are 
pouring in and the strike bids fair to be the 
greatest ever seen in Canada.

Saxon nnd Bohemian Workmen Fight. 

BERLIN, Sept. 10.— A number of Saxon 
and Bohemian workmen, who chanced to 
meet at the frontier town of Cott, yester- 
day, became involved in a quarrel, in which 
knives were freely used. Several of the 
combatants were stabbed and two of the 
injured died from their wounds. 

Hard Times In I'oland. 

WARSAW, Sept. 10. — Seven commercial 
firms in the manufacturing town of Tomas- 
zow, Poland, have become bandrupt owing 
to the prevailing hard times throughout the 
country. The distress in various portions 
of the province is very great.

The 
awful and oppressive bilenee is broken by 
nothing except the noise from jolting wheels 
of the dead carls as they rumble from house 
to bouse in search of corpses, which, when 
found, ore hurriedly bundled off for burial 
in the great trenches which yawn for their 
reception. There is no time for weeping of 
relatives or mourning for friends over the 
remains of departed dear ones, as the dead 
menace the living. Therefore the dead must 
be hustled under earth with the utmost 
despatch in order that the living may not 
Boon become of their number. In one build- 
ing alone 27 corpses were found, a tact 
which may servo to convey some idea of the 
grim horror of this most terrible catastrophe 
to the minds of even the most indifferent. 
Almost all the dead thus far recovered have 
been buried without identification. Tho 
loss of property is roughly estimated at not 
less than 62,500,000.

San Francisco, Sept. 10.— The sealing, 
schooner Lilly L. arrived from Behring's 
Sen, to-day. Captain Erratt, when asked' 
about his voyage, said : "We had a very 
poor season. All we got was 540 sealskins 
and eight otter skins.

New York, Sept. 15.-A Horald cablegram 
from Valparaiso says : The United State s was 
tlrst to oMlcl iUy recognize tho provisional gov- 
ernment.

Doth tho siato ami navy 
departments are in ignorance of the roportod 
escape of Dalniaccda on I ho .San Francisco, 
but it is said that if the ex-president has suc- 
ceeded in got,' ing aboard a United States naval 
ve-sel ho will uol be surrendered. 

San DlEOO, Cttl., Sept. 15. — The English 
steamer Hounslow camo Into port this morn- 
ing from Chili. She took 4,000 tons of Hour and 
wheat down for Graco & Co., but found the 
markets glutted and whoat and Hour cheaper 
than in San Francisco. Sho loft Iquiqul about 
midnight, and was pursued and tired upon by 
the rani lluascar. which was on the lookout for 
congressional ships. Several halls passed 
closely over ihe vessel. The lluascar then 
discovered what the vessel was, and wont 



away. 

Valparaiso, Sept. 15.— Tho United States 
warship Baltimore returned hero to day from 
Callao, where it landed tho refugees. 

Olllcials have been dispatched by the junta 
to Europe to bring over Ihe new Chilian war- 
ships Pinto and Erra/.ui iz. Some adherents of 
the Congress'onal parly, while returning from 
Montevideo on the British steamer John Elder, 
were, upon their arrival at Puntn Arenas, 
tnrcatened with arrest by Bnhnaceda's gov- 
ernor there. He had not yet heard tho news 
or Balmacoda's downfall. Tho British captain 
refused to deliver tlio persons up, and they ar- 
rived hero Ettfely to-day. 



NEW YORK LANDMARK GONE. 

Fire Consumes the "Commercial Advertiser" 
Bulldlnc-Hair a .Million Lost. 

NEW Yokk, Sept. 15.— Firo broke out in the 
old lommoroial Advertiser building at 9:1 
this morning. In 15 minutes tho flames woro 
beyond control. 

Many people were in tbo building and some 
of them had to slide down tho lire escape 
through terribly dense smoke. It is believed 
that all escaped, ho » ever. From tho lirst, it, 
was seen that, nothing could save tho building, 
and attention was therefore directed to saving 
tho adjoining properly. 

There wore numerous narrow esc i pes. John 
Gibbs, who was on tho second floor, rami) 
down the lire escape so rapidly that Ids slothes 
woro torn and his hair singed. 

There was a considerable scarcity of water 
at tho commencement of the llro. but at 10:20 it 
was under control. A few minutes later tho 
outer walls entire, on Fulton street, fell with 
a crash, and so great was tho concussion that 
windows were shattered In the Dennett build- 
ing, but no one was injured. 

The burned building was occupied by cloth- 
ing, cloak and jewelry linns, printers, etc. The 
total loss on the stock and bulling is estimated 
at SIDO.OOa, most of which is insured. Ot her es 
timatos pluco tho loss between §500,000 and 
9750.000. 

A lot of loo'C diamonds which were on tho 
tables of the dii inoud workers in the building 
were lost. They woro valued at several thous- 
and dollars.

Association an Assured 
Success. 



Extfiisive Prize List — North-West 
Firemen's Tournament— Horse 
Itacingr, Fireworks, etc 



As the dato approaches for the annual 
exhibition of tho B. C. Agricultural Asso- 
ciation, operations in tho new buildings at 
the Driving Park, and in the secretary's 
office become more active. So far, as the 
work has proceeded, everything tends to 
show that the forthcoming exhibition will 
bo the most successful ever held under the 
auspices of the association. Tho sp.ieo at 
tho disposal of exhibitors is being fist taken 
up, and although the detailed entries up to 
the present are not very numerous, a long 
list of exhibitors is iu tho hands of the 
management. The cause of delay is that 
manufacturers, etc., are malting special 
efforts to have the very best articles put on 
tha ground. In the other departments re- 
turns are most satisfactory. The best live 
stock in the country will bo on exhibition, 
—such a display as will convince the 
world that a groat improvement has taken 
place in quality and numbers. All of the 
best strains, it is expected will be repre- 
sented, and as tho services of the most ex- 
perienced judges on the continent have 
been secured there will be no opportunity 
for grumbling at the awards. The priz-s 
list is liberal, the accommodation first-class 
and the means of transit from any part of 
the country us good as can reasonably be 
expected. A very wise provision has been 
made by the committee of management in 
providing a supply cf fodnVj- on the 
grounds, which owners of cattle can have 
at cost price. The sheep department will, 
no doubt, be a very representative one, as 
returns already in indicate. There will be 
keen competition here, as the different 
breeds of sheep, which have been imported 
within tho past few years from the best 
folds of the Old Country and the United 
States, appear to thrive in British Colum- 
bia. The prize list gives the breeder a 
capital show in every class. There 
is also liberal provision made for hogs, 
and of this class also good things 
are expected. Ample pen space has been 
provided, so that nil the most approved 
breeds may be catalogued. The horse 
department is always an attractive one, and 
will assuredly, this year, beat all previous 
records. Not alone is the prize-list a sub- 
stantial one, but there is the extra induce- 
ment to exhibitors afforded by the B.C. 
Jockey Club, which offers §.'1,000 to bo com- 
peted for on the track. The club has 
arranged a very attractive programme, 
which cannot fail to bring to the stut ter's 
flag good blood and large fields. A large 
number of good draught horses will also be 
on the grounds, and those carrying off Vic- 
toria's prixe will have secured a much- 
coveted honor, and as high a testimonial as 
need be desired. The show of poultry will 
he larger than ever, and certainly better, as 
of late quite a number of fanciers have 
established tin mselves on the island. A 
few choice exhibits of mainland birds are also 
listed. Feed will be provided freu of charge 
and a couple of competent men will be on 
hand to look after the fowls. This is a de- 
partment in which greut interest is always 
taken, and lovers of tho feathered tribe will 
have no reason to be disappointed on the 
present occasion. 

Tho display of agricultural products and 
agricultural implements will be large and of 
particular interest to farmers and the gen- 
eral public. All the best houses in the im- 
plement line will be' represented, so that 
those affected by the benefit of labor-swing 
machinery on the farm will have an oppor- 
tunity ot inspecting the latest improve- 
ments. A good show of fruit will be a fur- 
ther attraction at the exhibition, and sutli- 
cient, it is to be hoped, to establish beyond 
all doubt the capabilities of British Colum- 
bia as a fruit growing country. 

Almost every branch of industry will be 
represented. It is satisfactory to note that 
articles of home manufacture are those 
which will predominate. The display of dry 
goods promises to be as varied as it will 
doubtless be attractive. The tweeds, blank- 
ets, flannels, etc., all of home manufacture, 
will be found to compare most satisfactorily 
with the best brandy of imported goods, 
and in many particulars are equal, if not 
superior. The goods turned out by the 
Westminster mills are fast leading the 
market, and it is only a matter of time 
when that old fogie notion as to the super- 
iority of imported goods will be dissipated. 
There will also be a line display of carriages 
and every class of horse vehicle, all of home 
manufacture, and made of B. C. materials. 
For furniture considerable space has been 
allotted, and in this department some very 
substantial and artistic goods will be dis- 
played. There promises to be a lively com- 
petition among the brewers, as to which of 
them shall secure thegold medal for theiralos 
and porters. Tho judge or judges, whoever he 
or they may be, will have considerable test- 
ing to do, as there will be some eight or ten 
distinct establishments enter the contest. 
Groceries, canned goods, paints and oils, 
boots and shoes, harness, book binding, etc., 
will all have a place in the exhibition. The 
dairy department bids fair to become a 
centre of attraction, as does also that to 
confections and bread stuffs. 

The different pianoforte manufacturers 
will be largely represented, and some good, 
practical tests of tho instruments, will bo 
enjoyed. The B. C. Art, Association have 
arranged for a display of art which, it is 
said, will be a most creditable showing, and 
include oil and water color paintings, etch- 
ings, drawings, sculpture, photography, etc. 

Of amusements there will la; no lack. 
Horse racing, Bremen's tournament, athletic 
sports, bicycle racing, fireworks, etc., all 
included in t he attractions— a bill of fare 
sufficient to suit all comers. The exhibition 
opens on the 20th hist., anil continues until 
the 3rd October, so arranged as to give to 
each day its particular attraction. All the 
transportation companies offer special in- 
ducements to intending visitors, and matters 
are so arranged that the one entrance fee 
covers the exhibition, races, and all sports 
on the Agricultural and Jockey Club grounds. 
The electric tramway will take visitors to 
the exhibition grounds. Should the weather 
prove propitious— and there is little reason 
for fear on this score — there will, no doubt, 
be a large attendance.

STARVATION IN RUSSIA. 

Government Relieving tho Peasantry— Crop 
Failure in Thirteen Provluces. 

St, PjrrERSBURfl, Sept. 15.— The govern- 
ment has provided the sum of 22,000,000 
roubles, to be used as a fund for tho relief 
of the distress existing among the poorer 
classes, owing to the failure of grain crops 
and other reasons, and to purchase and dis- 
tribute u supply of seed for winter sowing. 
Official reports show that the harvest 
utterly failed in thirteen Russian provinces 
and partially failed in eight. 

St. Petersburg, Sept. 15.— The distress 
in the Volga province is intense. Peasants 
and women and children wander about suf- 
fering fnr food in market places. All exist- 
ing charities and the Rod Cross society are 
doing their best to help the distressed 
peoplo.

The Hon. Mr. Turner's mission to Eng- 
lind has, it is evident, been completely suc- 
cessful. Although tho time was apparently 
uupropittous, he, according to the best finan- 
cial authorities, obtained the money he 
wanted on very good terms. This is what 
the Financier, of August '24th, says on tho 
subject :

Its suc- 
cess is due to the fixing of the is3ue price 
(80), the public being apparently loth to 
tender for a loun for fear of ollering tco 
much for it." 

The success of this loan was, no doulit, in 
great part, due to tho way in which it was 
put on the market— as "inscribed stock," — 
a way seldom resorted to by Colonies, al- 
though it is one which British capitalists 
regard with especial favor. It is pleasant 
to see that the credit of British Columbia 
stands so high in the London money market. 
This shows that the Englishmen who have 
money to invest have confidence in the men 
who control its affairs. 



LET US If A YE A HECOUXT. 

The more the matter is enquired into, the 
more clearly it appears that the census of 
this city was not accurately taken. The 
slight enquiry that has been made shows 
that whole households have been passed 
over by the enumerators. It occurred to 
Mr. Bullen, the manager of the Albion Iron 
Works, to enquire how many of tiie em- 
ployes of that concern and those connected 
witli them were not counted by the census 
enumerators. The result was that he 
found that the names of as many as fifty- 
live of the employes and members of their 
families do not appear on the census returns. 
This is (piito a largo percentage of the 
whole number, probably ten per cent. 

This ami other facts point to but one con- 
-elusion, which is that Victoria contains 
.many more inhabitants than are show n by 
tho census returns. It is evident, therefore, 
that, in nr. lor that justice may be done to 
Victoria, and that she may take her proper 
place among the cities of the Dominion, her 
inhabitants should be carefully and accur- 
ately numbered. It is not at all difficult to 
do. All that is required :s that the right 
men should set, about the work in tho right 
way. We tl list that it will not, from 
apathy and indifference and want of public 
spirit on the part of the citizens, bo allowed 
to drop, Let us have an honest count) so 
that the world may know what the popula- 
tion of Victoria really is. 



THE SUE-CO M Ml '/"/'EE'S REPORT. 

From the outline of the majority report 
•of the sub committee of the Committee on 
Privileges and Elections, contained in our 
yesterday's special from Ottawa, it does not 
appear to bo tho intention of the Conserva- 
tive members to whitewash anyone impli- 
cated in the scandals which have been in- 
vestigated. The finding of the committee 
seems to bo strictly in accordance wilb the 
evidence. It does not go out of its wty to 
condemn the accused persons, neither does it 
strain a point to exonerate any of them. 
There is an evident effort to bo strictly im- 
partial. 

We see that tho Times, with its usual 
impetuosity, declares that the " majority of 
the sub committee have covered themselves 
with infamy," and that they have "stulti- 
fied themselves." Would it not ho prudent, 
as well as fair, for our contemporary to 
wait until it sees the report before it pro- 
nounces judgment on tho men who drew it 
up? The outline of it that appeared in 
our issue of yesterday, which is evidently 
all that the Times had to huso its 
judgment upon, wus altogether too meagre 
an f too fragmentary to justify our con- 
temporary's sweeping and unqualified 
censure. There aro men on that c< mmittoo 



who aro believed to be both able and honest, 
and it is not likely that they will, even in 
the interests of party, set their hands to a 
document which wi'l either stultify them or 
cover them with infamy. Sir John Thomp- 
son is not the kind of man to draw up a 
decision which he cannot successfully 
defend. Ho knew when ho signed the sub- 
committee's report that overy phrase and 
almost every word in it would bo subjected 
to the fearless criticisms of opponents, both 
in and out of Parliament, and it i3 not 
likely, we submit, that it is so utterly in- 
defensible as the Times makes it out to be. 

It will bo time enough to declare that the 
members who signed tho report aro fools 
and scoundrels when the report is published 
in full, and when those who signed it have 
given their reasons for deciding as they did. 
To prejudge them unheard, as our contempor- 
ary has done, must convince everyone w ho 
reads its condemnation, that it is not in a 
position to consider cither the report or the 
arguments by which tho members of tho 
sub- committee support their decision witli 
even the appearance of fairness. Its opinion, 
therefore, of the report and of the men who 
drew ic up is altogether unworthy any 
sensible man's serious attention, lly pro- 
nouncing judgment in such hot haste, and 
with so little consideration, it proves to all 
tho world that it is wholly unlit to occupy 
the position of a judge in the matter. 

TWENTY-ONE YEARS OLD. 

The French Republic was twenty-one 
years old on the fourth of the present 
month When it was established very few- 
believed that it would live to half of twenty- 
one years. It had very few real friends 
and a great many bitter enemies. Even 
tho first president, M. Thiers, was not in 
principle a republican. He favored a con- 
stitutional monarchy. He was only recon- 
ciled to the republic because he saw that, 
nt the moment, it wus the only possible 
government for France. Since then the 
republic has struggled on in the faco of 
many enemies and great difficulties. Its 
destruction was for a time almost daily ex- 
pected. What with Imperialists and Legi- 
timists and Anarchists it had a hard time 
of it. It, for a long time, continued to 
exist not because it was itself strong, but 
because its enemies were weak and widely 
divided. 

But the republic in France litis, of late 
years, been growing stronger and stronger, 
and its enemies, weaker and weaker. Bou- 
langer was the last enemy by whom it was 
seriously threatened, but he and those 
who were at his back were cleverly check- 
mated by the rulers of the republic. 
Imperialism has now almost entirely dis- 
appeared in France; the Legitimists con- 
tinue to drag out a sickly existence; the 
Anarchists are still dangerous. They are 
quiet just now, waiting not very patiently 
for their opportunity. One of tho great 
objects of the statesmen of tho Republic is 
not to give them the opportunity for which 
thoy arc watching. 

In the meantime the Republic is, so to 
apeak, solidifying As time advances a 
greater and a still greater number of the 
people are becoming reconciled to it. 
Frenchmen are regarding it now us well 
established, and have ceased to look for a 
revolution whenever there is a civil distur- 
bance or whenever t here is an unusual ex- 
citement in tho political world. There is 
not as yet much enthusiasm for the Repub- 
lic, but it is liked by not a few, and a still 
greater number have come to look upon it 
as inevitable. The prospects of the Repub- 
lic of France arc therefore to day very much 
brighter than they were twenty-one years 
ago. It has fewer en- lilies anil a great 
many more friends. The indications are 
tlia', unless something very unusual occurs, 
in tho near future, Republicanism will be- 
come general in France, and that the Re- 
public will be so firmly established that it 
will be impossible to overthrow it.

NO SIDEWALK.

The communication was referred to the 
sanitary inspector and sanitary board. 
PREPARING FOR THE HALL. 

A letter was read from the Firemen's 
Tournament committee, asking that a few 
extra electric lights be placed in the Assem- 
bly room on the occasion of the ball. There 
was also a request from the decoration com- 
mittee asking for the use of some few hun- 
dred Chinese lanterns, for use during the 
tournament. 

The letters were referred to the respec- 
tive committees having charge of the light- 
ing and stores. 

THE CENSUS. 
A number of applications wero handed in 
from parties offering their services as census 
enumerators, in view of the recount contem- 
plated. Among the number was one from 
R. T. Williams & Co., offering to take the 
census of the city for S.'iOO. 

Ald. Richards proposed that the offer 

be accepted, adding, " It is a step in the 
right direction. We should have a recount." 

Ald. Smith moved that the oiler be laid 
on the table and considered in conjunction 
with the other applications for the taking of 
the city cpusus, .several of which had been 
handed in. 

Ald. Munn, in accordance with notice of 
motion, moved his resolution in favor of re- 
taking the census of Victoria, at a cost not 
to excei d $500. Ill doing so, lie said thete 
was no doubt in the minds of the Council or 
the majority of the citizens, that it was 
most desirable a re count be taken. In 
comparing the official census of Victoria 
with that of Vancouver, be found that, 
minus the Chinese population here, there 
were as many white people in the one place 
ns the other. This ho did not believe to be 
the real state of affairs. There were, in 
this city, one-third more children attending 
the public schools than wero enrolled in the 
schools of Vancouver, and while till latter 
city had but 1,'JOO water services, Victoria 
had 2,000. Yet the whole population of 
both cit.es wero represented by the census 
returns as about equal. Another significant 
fact was thut the directory of last year gave 
2,000 mote names than the census 
returns would justify. Should the 
ollicial census be proven substantially in- 
correct, he thought they could call upon 
the Dominion government to refund the 
cost of the recount, ami correct the returns. 

Ald. McKillican seconded the motion, 
and said it wus evident tho city of Victoria 
has been imposed upon by certain parties. 
Whether unconsciously or otherwise, justice 
had not beeu done to this city. 

After seme considerable discussion as to 
matters of detail, it was decided to hand 
over tho tenders received to a committee 
consisting of the Mayor, Aid. Munn. Rich- 
ards ami Holland, iu whom is vested the 
power to make such arrangements for the 
taking of another census of the city. 

PUBLIC LIGHTS. 

Tho committee to whom was referred the 
matter of electric light repairs necessary to 
give a reasonable guarantee of the continu- 
ance of the service through the coining win- 
ter, recommended that the reports of An- 
drew Gray and R. B. McMicking, sub- 
mitted to the council at last regular meet- 
ing, be adopted with certain amendments. 
WATER SERVICES. 

On behalf of the residents of Belcher 
street, and those intending to build there, 
a letter was read asking that the water ser- 
vice be extended to that district. 

Referred to the Water Works committee. 

SEWAGE WORKS. 

Chief Engineer Mohun reported upon the 
sewage works now being executed by Mr. 
A. McBean. With one exception, be says, 
the whole of the work completed or partial- 
ly completed, one portion of tho outlet, the 
Humboldt and Cook streets mains, with 
tho exception referred to, about 250 feet of 
eight-inch lateral on Blunchard street no 
work has been performed on tho laterals, 
owing to the lack of junctions. Up to .'list 
August tho following work has been per- 
foimed : 

The channel for the outlet street pipe has 
beeu blasted through rock a distance of '210 
feet, with an average depth of livo feet 
from H. W. M. to deep water. A portion 
(120 feet) of the steel main is on tho ground, 
awaiting a favorable opportunity to Uy it. 
From H. W. M. northwards the trench for 
tho 2 ft. 10 in. x 4 ft. .') in. sewer is down to 
grade, and during the past week 
the construction of the sewer has been 
commenced, The tunnel on Moss 
street lias been driven 1,105 lineal feot, of 
which 711 feet are in earth, 206 in llfcrdpnn, 
and 18S in rock ; 3,820 feet of the concrete 
sower have been built, and practically 
arohed betwoen tho north end of the tunnel

Plenty of Undeveloped Material Dis- 
covered— The Plans of the 
Commissioners. 



The Government stenmer Sir James 
Douglas, which left Victoria on tho 25th 
ult., with Mr. Alex. llegg, Crofter Com- 
missioner; Col. Englehue, R.E., and Major 
Clark, arrived at Naimimo on Monday 
night, having been away on a cruise em- 
bracing three weeks' continuous sailing and 
exploration around the coasts of Vancouver 
and Queen Charlotte Islands. 

The route taken was through the Fuca 
Straits to Port San Juan, where it is pro- 
posed to establish the first colony of Crofter 
fishermen. Thereafter Barclay Sound was 
examined ; then, in turn, Clayoquot and 
Nootka Sounds, including Hesquiot harbor, 
Esperanza Inlet, Kyuquot and Quat- 
sino Sounds, the latter of which is spoken 
of as possessing the brightest of prospects. 

After rounding Cape Scott, the Douglas 
made for Fit zhugh Sound, on the mainland 
shore, and visited all points of interest up 
to Port Simpson. From Port Simpson, the 
route lay to the north shore of Queen Char- 
lotte Islands, where Massct and Virujo 
Sounds were inspected. Thence the party 
Bailed around Rose Spit to Skidegute and 
Cumshewa Inlets, on the eastern shore of 
these islands. From Cumshewa, the Doug- 
las steamed for Millbunk Sound, down 
Fitzhugh Sound and across Queen Charlotte 
Sound, to Malcolm Island. After examina- 
tion of this and adjacent islands, the direct 
route was afterwards taken to Nanaimo, 
where "the good Sir James" remained to 
replenish her exhausted bunkers. 

The Commissioners express themselves as 
highly delighted with the cruise, which 
covered 1,500 miles of sailing. The weather 
round the west coast was bright and dry, 
though adverse winds and heavy seas were 
encountered all along the outer coast. At 
Port Simpson, rain commenced to full, the 
first in that district for six weeks. The 
weather continued wet and stormy during 
the greater part of the visit to Queen Char- 
lotte Islands, but cleared up for the sail 
across Hecate Straits. Some fog was met 
with in Queen Charlotte Sound, but the 
voyage from first to last was full of interest, 
rendered tho more so from the intimate 
knowledge the commander of the Douglas, 
Captain Quad in, brought to bear on the 
subject, and which was at all times cheer- 
fully voluntef rad to the C'ommissioi e.8 by 
that officer, with t.ue seaman-like courtesy 
and readiness. 

The object of the cruise, which was under- 
taken with the full sympathy of the Im- 
perial, Dominion and provincial authorities, 
was particularly to ascertain what scope 
there was for planting colonies of Scotch 
fishermen and others around these coasts, 
in order to provide them homes, and speci- 
ally to provide them occupation in develop- 
ing the deep-sea fisheries of British Colum- 
bia. The conclusion arrived at seems to be 
that at several of the localities visited, col- 
onies can be established with every prospect 
of success, and that from careful beginnings 
a scheme can be extended which shall have 
an important bearing on tho revenues ob- 
tainable from the adjacent wuters. It 
is, however, a question distinctly of 
• men and means ; capital and labor 
must go hand in hand. To he in any way 
successful population is required and 
adequate capital to buck them up step by 
step as the scheme deve'opes. 

The commissioners have now obtained 
sullicient general data to enable them to 
meet the local authorities, and it is hoped 
that plans will be elaborated, which will 
enable all parties interested to arrive at a 
basis, which will permit operations to com- 
mence at an early date and on a system 
which will ultimately lead to a develop- 
ment commensurate wi',h the enormous 
natural resources around these islands.

New York, Sept. 15.— Advices from Cuba 
show thut the island's future grows darker. 
With banditti on one hand, robberies by 
government officials on another, and 
enormous taxes for appropriations, the bur- 
dens of the people are becoming greater 
than they can bear. 

The banditti have reached a state similar 
to thut of the banditti in early years. No 
traveler is safe on the roads or in the coun- 
try. Of lute depredations have begun even 
in the province of Puerto Principe. 

Near Camito lived a family of four per- 
sons, two very old, u man and wife, their 
daughter and her husband. One day half 
u dozen mounted men presented themselves 
at the door while the men were away and 
seized and bound the women. 

After ransacking the house the robbers 
shamefully abused the young woman und 
left her for dead. The old woman was bit 
with a carbine and soon died. 

The banditti wui oil for the two men to 
come from the field and shot them down as 
they appeared. 15 ith soldiers and police 
are leagued with the bandits. 

Robber bands have been formed with 
startling rapidity, each having its exclusive 
territory. The home rule party is dead, 
and the revolutionary party is daily grow- 
ing stronger. 

It is not to be wondered at when men see 
their homes plundered, their property 
stolen, their daughters and wives assaulted, 
and their lives in danger, that they should 
come together und make an effort to rid 
themselves of the scourge. Merchants 
are loud in their protestations, because the 
government has not entered into negotia- 
tions with tho United States, looking to- 
ward u treaty for a tobacco industry, So 
bitter is the feeling that the government 
has to have soldiers stationed ut the election 
booths. 

Daily deficits arc found in the treasury 
und oust om house. The money paid for 
revenues disappears us if by magic. The 
part of the general appropriation, which 
Cuba has to pay, is more than $27,000,000, 
over two-thirds of the generul appropria- 
te J by the government.

MILLIONS IN IT. 

Lund Suit Against Prussia, Involving Jiugp 
Estates. 

BERLIN, Sept. 15. — A sensational suit for 
heavy damages has been brought against 
Prussia by Prince Joseph, of Cojorcdo, a 
member of tho Hen-en Hans of Austria, and 
other heirs of t lie famous Mansfield family, 
a century and a half ago one of the wealthi- 
est and strongest in Austro-Germany. The 
country over which the famous counts held 
sway 'included the towns of Mansfield, 
Eislheden, Sangerhousen and Hellateul, 
The Protestant branch became extinct in 
1770, while the (,'atliolie branch died out in 
1780. The daughter of the lust count, who 
was created a prince, married Count Color- 
ado, who seemed control of all the estate of 
the Mansfields. Tlio greater part of the 
country, however, including tho larger 
towns, was divided between Prussia and the 
electorate of Saxony. 

In 1815 Prussia also gained control of the 
Saxon estates. Tlio Colorado Mansfields 
now claim that Prussia has no right to the 
land, and insist upon an accounting since 
1780. Prussia naturally objects, as I lie suit 
involves a valuable country and fabulous 
sums of money.

THE NANAIMO* DISAGREEMENT. 

To tiik Editor : — I observe in this morn- 
ing's issue the following paragraph among 
the items of Nanaimo intelligence : 

" A notice has been stuck up at tho Van- 
couver Coal Company's mines that all miners 
who decline to puy the levy for the strikers 
will be discharged." 

No such uotice has ever been posted up 
nt our mines. Your correspondent should 
be more careful to verify his information 
before publishing statements calculated to 
do serious injury to all parties interested in 
the present misunderstanding among our 
miners. 

I have no desire, nor am I entitled, to in- 
terfere in any way with the administration 
of the affairs of the Miners' Union. 

A few months ago, I considered the time 
had arrived when it would be advantageous, 
both to our employes and my company to 
recognizee well-organized and soberly con- 
ducted Union. I believed such a Union 
hud been formed, and I entered into an 
agreement with it. That agreement I shall 
carry out, as I am pledged to do. 

It remains to be seen whether, afur 
achieving so much, the great body of our 
employes (who ore undoubtedly desirous of 
maintaining the union) will let it be broken j 
up by restless spirits who constitute an 
element in all progressive organizations. 

I do not think so. I believe in the good 
sense of the great majority of our miners, 
who know very well that no association can 
be carried on without rubs, and that if the 
rules now in operation appear to be oppres 
sive the by-laws provide for their amend- 
ment by constitutional methods.
